TRAVEL 
RATIONING 


Why? 


Canada's supply of U.S. dollars will no longer stretch far enough to 
permit all the purchases of goods and services or all the travel in the 
United States that has taken place in the past. It is, therefore, necessary 
to reduce our expenditures of U.S. dollars in many different. ways. 
As one of these steps, the Goverment has decided that the use of 
US. dollars for pleasure travel spending must be reduced. To ensure 
this reduction in a way that is fair to all, an annual “travel ration” 
has been established. As in the past—o Form H permit is required by 
anyone taking out of Canada more than $10 U.S. or more than a 
total of $25 in Canadian and foreign currencies. 


) 


Pleasure Tracel 


Regulations now provide thot the maximum amount of U.S. dollars which any 
Canadian resident may obtain for pleasure travel purposes is $150 per year. In 
the case of children of eleven'years and under, the amount is $100. There is no 
restriction on the number of trips as long as this annval allotment is not exceeded. 
Any U.S. dollars obtained for one’ trip and not used on thot trip must be brought 
back to Canada ond exchanged for Canadian dollars at a bank immediately on 
retum. No credit for these funds can be allowed against the annual ration for 
subsequent trips. ‘ 


Business Travel 


Applications for.U.S. dollars for business travel must include a certification by the 
employer that the travel is required in his business Interests, Reasonable a of 
U.S. dollars may beobtained for this purpose. : 


Tracel for Health or Education 


Applications for. U.S. dollars for travel for health or educational reasons cre to be 
made on special forms available at chartered bonks. These applications will be 
forwarded by banks to the Foreign Exchange Control Board for consideration, 
Applications. for health travel must be accompanied by a medical report on forms 
which can also be obtained at chartered banks, The Department Sf National 
Health ond Welfare will act os advisor to the Boord in reviewing these medicol 


reports. J . 


Border Travel 


A Canadign resident wishing to moke visits on which he will not be taking out of 

Canada more than a total of $25 of which not more thon $10 is in U.S. dollars, may 
from his bank for this purpose up to a total of $10 ii calendar month.

Personal Purchases of U.S. Goods 


A Canadian tourist should remember that the new restrictions applying to imports 
from the United States govem his personal purchases there. He may not bring back 
any merchandise which has now been prohibited or which may now only be imported 
on a quota basis. The fist of goods covered by the new import restrictions is on 
extensive one. Tourists contemplating any particular purchase in the United States 
would be wise, before leaving the country, to ask Canadian Customs Officials if 
this purchase will be admitted, : % :

Of German Zonal Boundaries, 
Asks What Are Russian Terms 





By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

London, Dec. 6 —(AP)— Vir~ 
tual partitioning of Germany be- 
tween Russia and the Western 
Powers for an indefinite time was 
indicated today by developments 
in the foreign ministers council 
which convened here two weeks 
ago to recreate German unity. 

As the second week of the con- 
icrence drew to a close, one more 
issue — German economic unity 
—was added to the list of those 
which have provoked basic dis- 
agreement between Russin on the 
one hand and France, Britain and 
the United States on the other. 

The latest deadlock came. yes- 
terday when State ‘Secretary 
Marshall challenged Foreign Min- 
ister Molotov to stop talking 
“generalities” about the German 
peace treaty and state precisely 
the conditions under which 
Russia would agree to unify Ger- 
many. The American secretary 
called for the elimination of Ger- 
many’s zonal boundaries as a 
starter. 
Molotow Attacks West's Policies 

In response, Molotov launched 
into an attack on British and Am- 
erican policies in Western Ger- 
many, accused the two powers of 
breaking the Potsdam agreement 
on reparations, said they were 
“actually hindering” economic re- 
covery in the western zones and 
claimed there had been a con- 
tradiction between Marshall and 
United States Commerce Secre- 
tary Harriman over the issue of 
unifying Germany.

French Assembly 
Passes Drastic 
Anti-Strike Law 


Paris, Dec. 6 (AP).—After a 
tumultuous, 21-hour session, the 
Upper Chamber of the French 
Legislature today approved Pre- 
mier Robert Schuman’s new dras- 
tie antl-strike, anti-sabotage law 
217 to 82. 

The bill, which heavily in- 
creases the punishments for sabo- 
tage and sets up penalties for per- 
sons Inciting strikes or keeping 
them going, was approved by the 
National Assembly, the lower 
Chamber, Thursday. - 

It now goes to President Vin- 
cent Auriol for signature and is 
expected to become effective to- 
day or tomorrow. The measure 
was demanded by the Schuman 
cabinet to guarantee non-strikers 
the right to work without inter- 
ference, to suppress sabotage and 
to allow the state to use force in 
accomplishing these purposes. 

Agence France-Presse quoted 
Schuman as saying that Auriol 
had.already refused a demand by 
the Communlst-led General Con- 
federation of Labor (C.G.T.) that 
the bill be sent back to the As- 
sembly for revision.-

But if all eggs hatched and all 
families supervised there would 
soon be lack of food for such an 
enormous bird: population, and 
eventually no place for man or 
any other animal, Nature has ar- 
ranged matters tor the best.

They remind us also that the great 
mariners of the age of Columbus wére tens 
of centuries behind these obscure Asiatics 
but, as their travels were unknown, the 
mind of Europe was inflamed with new am- 
bition on the “discovery” of America. 

Suppose that the spirit of exploration 
which suddeniy came into being in Europe 
had risen instead on the other side of the 
world?

How heavy was the largest 
silver nugget ever found? 

Under natural conditions silver, 
unlike gold, seldom occurs in 
nugget form. That is why we do 
not hear of “placer silver mines” 
and of prospectors “panning” for 
silver. 
This metal is gencrally found 
in ores in combination with other 
meta!s and often it is a. by-pro- 
duct of gold, copper and Jead 
mining operations. In fact there 
are very few “silver mines” in 
the world. 
The largest mass of tompara- 
tively pure silver ever discovered 
in a natural state is belleved to 
have been found by an Indian in 
Senora, Mexico, when that re- 
gion was still a Spanish posses- 
sion. The lump weighed 2,750. 


a dispGte over its ownership the 
entire mass was appropricted by 
the Spanish government, The 
largest lump of silver ever mined 
in the United States was taken 
from the Smuggler Mine, Aspen, 
Colorado, in 3 It weighed 
1,840 pounds. A lump welghing

notable “silver nuggets’ have 
been reported from Peru, Nor- 
way and Honduras, weighing re- 
spectively 800, 500 and 200 
pounds.

Five Jews were killed and a 
number of Arab stores and houses 
were set afire in a renewal of the 
fighting on the border between 
Jewish Te Aviv and Arab Jaffa. 
A British policeman was killed 
tin Haifa tonight. It was announc- 
ed he was shot by unknown per- 
sons while dismounting from e® 
police armored car. 

Yehoshua Bloberman, a. prom- 
inent officer of the underground 
Hagana defence force, was re- 
ported to have been killed when 
the motor convoy in which he 
was travelling was attacked. An 
Arab, stabbed in Tel Aviv two 
days ago while breaking curfew 
died of injuries. Another Jew was 
killed by gunfire and another w: 
stabbed to death. . 

Numerous Jews and Arabs were 
wounded in sporatic exchanges of 
automatic weapons and smail 
arms fire in various parts of the 
country.

Molotov is - Expected 
To Make New Move

London, Dec. 8 — (AP) — The 


Big Four Foreign Ministers con- 
ference entered its third and pro- 
bably climactic week today with 
Britain, the United States, and 
France preparing to force a 
prompt showdown with Russia 
over German economic unity. 

Soviet Minister Molotov, how- 
ever, appeared to be ready with a 
new move of his own — a long- 
expected demand that a German 
delegation chosen by the com- 
munist-sponsored “German Pco- 
ple’s Congress” in Berlin be given 
a hearing by the Big Four on its 
views of Germany's future. 

On the western side a tighten- 
ing of French policy on Germany 
with that of Britain and the 
United States was indicated with 
the return here from Paris of 
John Foster Dulles, adviser to 
State Secretary Marshall. 

Dulles said that the result of 
his trip, during which he confer- 
red with French government lead- 
ers and Gen. De Gaulle, was 
“most satisfactory.”

DUBIOUS SUCCESS. 


Communist - Dominated La- 
bor Union Suffers Sharp 
Setback 


Paris, Dec. 8 —(AP)— The 
Communis; - dominated General 
Confederation of Labor (C.G.T.) 
suffered a sharp setback today 
when a two-day strike of Paris 
subway and bus workers, sched~- 
uled to begin this morning, ap- 
parently collapsed. 

At the same time a five-day 
“warning strike” of government 
workers, called by the C.G.T. in 
an attempt to pull approximately 


1,200,006 civil servants off their ~ 


jobs, met with dubious success. 

The strike started for some 
groups ot government employees 
Jast Friday and was due to extend 
to all departments, but govern- 
ment officials declared their 
offices were functioning normally. 

A spokesman for the Paris 
transport system said the subway 
and bus strike had been called 
off by the union because it was “a 
failure.”

Britons Try to Get Cold Comfort 


From Long-Term Weather Forecasts 





By GLENN WILLIAMS 


London, Dec. 10 —(AP)— With 


the first cold snap of an otherwise 
exceptionally mild autumn, Brit- 
ons — from astrologers to schol- 
ars — are wondering whether the 
winter holds a second-run per- 
formance of last February's hor- 
rible blizzards. * 

For-those-who put their faith 
in Old Moore's Almanac, there 
is some comfort. The worst Old 
Moore’s successors can read in 
the signs of moon and stars.ts that 
February will produce a “cold 
spell for a few. days.” ‘ 

Otherwise, this publication, a 
standby of British almanac per- 
users since 1697, predicts little 
that any resident of Britairy could 
not forecast — winter. moriths of 
“variable weather” with “dull 
and cloudy” periods. 

Newspaper writers, from hu- 

morists to record readers, have 
crawled into the act of portraying 
the winter. 

One of the Niaiedschockers dis- 
covered that on the performances 
of the last century, it's 15 to J 
ugainst a white Christmas but 
only 7 to 1 against a foggy one. 
December turned out to be the 
worst month of all about being 
foggy. 





The records are cold comfort, 
too, to those wishful thinkers 
who believe that two really -bad 
winters don’t come in succession 
here. Take the three years. of 
1940, 41 and 42. They were the 
coldest three in a row in 60 years. 

Gordon Manley, former presi- 
dent of the Royal Meteorological 
Soclety who now is’ a professor 
of geography at Cambridge, risk- 
ed his reputations on a carcfully 
qualified forecast for a popular 


magazine. 

Late December will bring on 
the cold, he predicted, with Janu- 
ary “colder than normal.” 

But “any evidence is extremely 


sketchy,” he added, suggesting |. 


that just to be on the safe side, 
Britain should “allow for a 
rather colder winter than .usual.” 

The official weather forecast- 
ers in the Air Ministry's meteor- 
ological bureau, however, want 
no part of any long-term predic- 
tions, 

“Look, old boy,” sald one fore- 
cester to an inquirer about the 
winter, “we have trouble enough 
with 24-hour forecasts.” 

In fact, they have so.much 
trouble that. they've eveg quit 
calling their conclusions a fore- 
cast. It's just a “general infer- 
ence from prevailing conditions.”

And abbreviating is an unattrac- 
tive habit you can get over in no 
time if you set your mind to it. 
It takes only a second to write 
a word in full . . . just about 
as long as it takes you to make 
the period after the abbreviation! 
Abbreviating shows haste and 
carelessness, and these are unat- 
tractive qualities you should not 
want to show, particularly on your 
Christmas card envelopes. 

North, South East, West should 
be written in full and capitalized 
In the names of states, cities, 
streets: South Carolina, West 
Haven, East Ninth Street.

Mr. and Mrs. are, of course, 
abbreviated. But write “and”, 
not the sign of and (—) In Mr.

1,000,000 Miles 
High Observed 


Washington, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
A recording-breaking solar “ex- 
Plosion” which drove flaming, 
gaseous material more than 1,- 
000,000 miles above the sun's 
surface was reported today by 
the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington. 

The titanic solar “promin- 
ence” which maxes the mush- 
rooming cloud from an atom 
bomb the merest puff by com- 
parison, was photographed. at 
Carnegie’s Mt. Wilson observa- 
tory more than a year ago. 

Measurements which estab- 
lished its altitude at 1,064,185 
miles were completed only re- 
cently, the Institution's annual 
report said. 

Other news of the sun's ac- 
tivity Included a finding that 
sunspot disturbances in May, 
1947, were the most violent for 
any month since May, 1778. Sun 
spots are cyclonic storms on the 
sun, rather than explosions.

How did “Huguenot” originate? 


Exactly why the French Pro- 
testants were called Huguenots Is 
not known for certain, There are 
several theories attempting to ex- 
plain the origin of the term. 

Some authorities suppose the 
term’ was originally political 
rather than religious and was first 
applied by the adherents of ' the 
Duke of Savoy early In the 16th 
century to the Geneva revolu- 
tlonists and their Swiss allies, 

One of the leaders at Geneva 
was Bezarson Hugues, and some 














his surname. Members of the 
party who supported the Swiss 
confederation in opposition-to the 
Duke of Savoy were known as 
“Eldengols,” which Is belleved to 
be a pecullar alteration of Ger- 
man “Eildernoss,” {rom “Eld,” 
oath, and “Gnoss,” confederate, 
and literally meaning “oath-com- 
panion.” 

The efrilest dialect form of 
Huguenot in French was “eigue- 







Huguenot {s merely a double 
diminutive of “Hugu,” the final 
form of the term may have been 
influenced by association with 
“Hugues,” the name of the Gene- 
va syndic and revolutlonist. 

It is said that a coin of small 
value, Issued Jn the 10th century

|Acquitted on a Conspiracy 
Charge to Defraud Govt. 


Picton — Howard Leavens and 


Ontario Liquor © Control Board,|H. S, Colliver, joint owners of 


Cherry Valley Canners, were 
found not guilty of conspiracy to 
defraud the government, at the 
close of a five-day jury trial bere. 
They were charged with conspir- 
ing to defraud the government of 
income tax on approximately 
$50,000 over a period of nearly 
six years. The trial was heard in 


‘lthe General Sessions of the Peace 


of the County Court of Prince 
Edward County with Judge J. C. 
Reynolds presiding. 

Mr. Leavens was discharged, 
but Mr. Colliver, although dis- 
charged on this count, was re- 
quired to post a $5,000 bond en 
his appearance in January on 
three charges of evasion of per- 
sonal income tax. 

The special Crown Prosecutor 
for the Enforcement Branch, De- 
partment of National Revenue, 
charged that for five years the 
accused had made false state- 
ments on sales tax and for three 
years they had filed false income 
tax returns and had diverted 
| cheques to thelr personal cc 
counts. He claimed that evider

On Continent but

last year’s Christmas in Europe 
was a rich man’s, this year’s Is 
a millionaire’s, 

Stores in many western Euro- 
pean countries are presenting a 
Salaxy of goods—toys, food, 
clothing, furs, jewels, perfume, 
nylon and silk stockings—but the 
prices are astrOnomical. - 

Fluctuations in exchange rates 
and the relation of prices to wages 
make it impossible to give any 
correct comparison in terms of 
dollars but food prices are about 
double in many countries com- 
pared to last year. 

‘In France, strikes and soctal 
disorders cast a shadow, over 
Christmas preparations with par- 
ents hard put to buy toys or other 
gifts to put in the shoes which 
French children place by the fire- 


side, 

For Christmas dinner, a turkey 
costs more than $10 and a small 
chicken about $5. And cooking

gas pressure appears so weak that 
cooks will have to start work on 
thelr Christmas dinners the, day 
before. 

Italian food shops are crammed 
with apparently unlimited sup- 
plies of butter, cheese, meat, 
Poultry, vegetables and frult, but 
only the wealthy can buy. The 
same is true in Italy’s gift shops. 

In Belgium the toy display is 
the most Iavish scen in the coun- 
try since before the war with a 
high percentage of the goods im- 
ported from Britain and the 
United States—and all high- 
priced.

Rome Dec. 22 (Al 22 (AP)—The It- 
allan Labor Ministry announced 
today that 300,000 food workers 
who staged a countrywide strike

Premier De Gasperi’s govern- 
ment, embarrassed by a multi- 
tude of Lefist - Inspired strikes 
and labor disorders,

Food in France Almost Unobtainable 


Paris, Dec; 22 (CP)—Sympathy 
for the low-pald worker has 
never been stronger in France 
than now, where the middle 
classes find. themselves in- the 
same boat, trying to make one 
franc do the work of 10. 

Only persons of substantial 
wealth are able to cat well seven 
days a week. The black market 
feeds them. It is open to those of 
lesser means but their recourse 
to it is strictly limited by their 
finances. 

To say a food is rationed in 
France is almost to say it is un- 
obtainable—outside the black 
market. Parisians have had no 
butter for two months, unless 
ey patronize hotels and restaur- 
aunts with expensiveamenus.

The Pony Express was a trans-

Civic Emergency 


“This constitutes a fivic emer- 
gency and I appeal to all residents 
to render whatever possible 
assistance they can. The home- 
less persons will be registered at 
city hall, which will serve as 
headqquarters for relief work. 

“All welfare agencies and in- 
dividuals will be expected to do 
their share in meeting this emer- 
gency. 

“In the event that such action 
is necessary, I pledge the assist- 
ance of city council in seeing that 
those persons left decgnaboen! will 
be looked after untill seer can be 
rehabilitated.” 


Cause Not Known 


Cause of the fire was not deter- 
mined immediately. But it was 
known it started in either’ the 
McIntyre and Campbell drygoods 
store or the adjoining Lowe Bro- 
thers paint shop.

But the walt did not hold. The 
flames spreati unchecked into 
the book store and raced through 
the Orange block, of which Web- 
ber’s is a part.

Domestic shortages make the 
sellers cautious, .however, and 
often thelr desire for dollar pay- 
ments or for machinery which 
Britain is pledged to deliver clse- 
where hold up transactions. 

In an effort to Jessen the coun- 
try’s dependence on North Am- 
erica, British agricul‘vre is be- 
ing encouraged to produce as 
never before, but even if all 1948 
targets are realized, oniy 42 per 
cent of the basic ration will be 
home-grown, 

‘ Food Minister Strachey, who 
went into office in’ 19435 deter- 
mined to add a little variety to 
the national diet, now finds him- 
self hard-pressed to maintain 
supplies which are designed to 
provide*consumers with a daily 
average of 2,700 calories, com- 
pared with a pre-war 3,000. 


Chiticize Diet 


Recently a public meeting of 
doctors endorsed by more than 
3-1 a resolution which said the 
present diet was undermining 
the national health. One speak- 
er sald that many persons were 
getting only’ 1,520 calories, al- 
though Jack Drummond, war- 
time scientific adviser to the food 
ministry, sald there was misun- 
derstanding over calorie require- 
ments. People were adequately 
provided for, according to the 
work they did. 

This was a reference to “ditffer- 
entfal rationing’ by which the 
government gives heavy work- 
ers extra supplies of nourish- 
ing foods— bread, meat and 
cheese—and meat meals at can- 
teens that bring their potential 
calorie intake well above 3,000. 

An example of this preferen- 
tial treatment is evident in jn- 
dustrial hostels, where resident 
workers get a weexly nieat allot- 
ment worth 2s 9d (58 cents) 
compared with Is (20 cents) to 
which the householder is limited,

White collar workers, unskill- 


ed laborers and those employed 
fn light industry come at the 
bottom of the rationing scale. 
Although there are allowanw#s 
for expectants mothers, invalids 
and small children, many Brit- 
ons unquestionably fall bdclow 
the average calorie level because 
of sacrifices made for other 
members of the family. 

Distribution of supplies is reg- 
ular and even, but if there is no 
starvation there {fs widespread 
weariness with rations that are 
repeated week after week in such 
meagre portions as one ounce of 
bacon and six ounces of margar- 
ine and butter. 

On the credit side—and it is 
stressed repeatedly by the gov- 
ernment —thousands vf low- 
paid workers are eating a better- 
balanced dict than ever before. 

Canned delicacies which help- 
ed to brighten the sparse monot- 
ony of the basic dict, although 
usually expensive anid rationed 
on @ points basis, are gradually 
disappearing from the stores. 

Their departure makes more 
welcome the arrival of overseas 
gift parcels, thousands of which 
come weekly to individuals or 
fer distribution through organ- 
{zations to the necdy. As a ges- 
ture of sympathy to Briton who 
were flooded from their homes 
last Spring, Ontario residents 
sent 400,000 pounds of food and 
$97,000 to be spent on additional 
provisions.

Few police departments and 
few governments, ranging from 
the small municipal to the pro- 
vinclal, were entirely satisfied to- 
day as the toll of Christmas acci- 
dents was brought up to date but 
many a Canadian focality had 
improved its record in the matter 
of “unavoidable” holiday fatali-' 


les. 

At latest record, 38 persons had 
lost their lives between the péri- 
od from the day before Christmas 
up-to last night in circumstances 
that might have been attributable 
to the strain and bustle, the care- 
lessness that often makes the 
Yuletide. 

A mother and her two daugh- 
ters, victims of a home fire in 
Elmsdale, P.E.I., were the latest to 
have joined the fatality list and a 
gasoline fire in the kitchen was 
thought to have been the cause. 

Fires were accountable for four 
deaths, but accidents on highways 
led by far as they were blamed 
for 22 deaths. Drownings claimed 
the lives of five persons. Other 
reasons contributed, and air accl- 
dents were responsible for three 


deaths. 

Latest of these, occurring near 
Uxbridge, Ont. late on Boxing 
Day, claimed the lives of an Osha- 
wa pilot, and his passenger, as @ 
light plane crashed only 100 yards 
from the latter's home. 

The Montreel district reported 
the heaviest list of fatalities with 
nine accidental deaths. 

Authorities in many places—in- 
cluding Toronto ch hed not 
one fatal aceldent reported — had 
announced stringent regulation of 
careless motor drivers, and driv- 
ers under the Influence of alco- 
hol and these measures were 
thought to have reduced the high- 
way toll. They have warned the 
same policy would be followed 
over the New Year holiday.

Montreal

Splitting a switch when a tire 
on the locomotive became loose, 
a Canadian National Railways 
passenger train running between 
Belleville and Peterborough was 
derailed just north of Foxboro 
station early Christmas morning.

The derailment occurred at 
approximately 5:45 Christmas 
morning the train having left 
Belleville station a few minutes 
previously. Passengers on the 
train were picked up by special 
buses and were taken on to Pet- 
erborough and Lindsay where a 
special train was made up to 
Cras the run through to Tor- 
onto, 

Section men from the district 
were hurriedly called in but it 
was found necessary to send the 
auxiliary to the scene of the de- 
railment. New rall was put down 
and the train then was pulled 
back onto the track. 

Rallroad officials stated it was 
fortunate that the train was 
rafled on the side which it did 
as on the opposite side of the 
track there was a considerable 
embankment which undoubtedly 
would have cause the derailed 
cars to overturn,

_ Size and type of plant and num- 
ber to be employed have not yet 
been decided. It will be built by 
Canadian Western Timber Com- 
pany Limited and associates. 
“The project points a new era 
in forest practice,” sald Mr. Ken- 
ney. “Lands previously logged 
over will be used to provide a 
perpetual supply of timber. Great- 
er utilization of our forests means 
more and more permanent jobs. 
“Success of this project fs of 
greatest importance {tq Britisir 
Columbia.” 5 ¥ . 5. 
It is the third mill to be esta’ 
lished in the province this year 
nd Mr. Kenney-believes it pos- 
sible that more pulp mills will be 
established next year. 

Already a pulp mill at Port Al- 
bernl has begun operation, ¢on- 
suming 10,000 horsepower of elec- 
trical energy. The other project is 
the Port Edward, Cellulose-com- 
pany, subsidiary of the Celanese 
Corporation . of America, This 
plant is near Prince Rupert and 
will cost $15,000,000.
